Speaking in the Lecture Theater, Boutelle 
explained that SWP was engaged in a campa- 
ign to tell the American people "what the war 
in Viet Nam is really all about.''

Mayors in Cleveland and Gary, '"'as crumbs 
thrown to the black movement to keep us from 
revolt. '' He added that those Blacks in Amer- 
ica who wanted to return to the mother count- 
ry, Africa, should have the opportunity "with 
adequate compensation for over 100 years of 
slave labor paid by the government, "' 

Boutelle said the workers of America sho- 
uld become owners of the wealth they produce, 
The 35 year old politician joined the SWP in 
1965.

FRIENDS AND ENEMIES 


First and foremost, in any and all revolu- 
tions there is always a small section of the 
oppressed people who would be revolutionary 
even if there were no mass movement. Usua- 
lly they are the ones who are imbued’ with the 
concept of the organic corruption of éthe exist- 
ing society and the conviction that the success 
of the revolution and their own future lives 
are inseparably intertwined. Thus for them 
rhe revolution is life and life is the revolution. 


This group is usually very small until the. 
mass movement, centered around grievances 
and issues, is brought into being by the in- 
creasing pressure and oppression of the ruler. 
It should be noted that the masses always 
start out with demands for reform, Only when 
they do not get these reforms or when they 

are not satisfied with the concessions that 

are made to their demands, do they go on to 
more militant demands which in turn usually 
flow from the few revolutionists whose whole 
life has been dedicated to functioning in this 
kind of a situation, 

In the United States, however, the desire 
for unity and the fetishism of the masses and 
of the grass roots people are so great that 
the ‘tendency is to regard everyone as a rev- 
olutionist and thus to regard everyone as a 


=, brother or sister in the revolution, 


Nothing could be further from the truth in tl 
this or in any other revolution. The factis 


_that’if we were all together and if we were all 


revolutionists or potential revolutionists, 
there would be no need for the revolution now. 
We would have already had it a long time ago. 
For what is the revolution but a mass struggle 
for power in order to create the new economic 
political and social relations that will trans- 
form our lives and our perspectives? 

In other countries the postman usually only 
rings once. When the revolutionists find out 


who the collaborators, quislings, informers, 


traitors are, they put them out of action imm- 
ediately. In today's revolution in the United 
States, the postman will have to ring twice. 


Knowing that he will ring twice, the revolution: 


ist does not have to expend his precious ener- 
gies chasing after or even trying to silence 
Tom, ; 3 

Some of the Toms will be silenced by the 
very dynamics of the revolution itself. Many 
will find that , as the revolution develops, 
they have become useless to the enemy who 
will toss them aside as coldly and calculating- 
ly as he hired them in the first instance, 
Toms 
Some will be liquidated by the enemy because 
they could not bring them enough information 
or because the information they brought turn- 


ed out to be costly to the enemy. This first 
ringing by the postman is helpful to the revol- 


utionists because it leaves them less to do 
when they come to power and must deal with 
those who have made the struggle so costly. 
Then, however, as in every revolution, jus- 
tice must be swift. For the task of absolving 


the traitor can then no longer be left to his- 
tory.

James Brown Purchases 


Knoxville Radio Station 


KNOXVILLE, Tennessee — James Brown has purchased radio 
station WJBE in Knoxville, Tenn. for a reported price of $75,000. 

James thus becomes the -first Negro entertainer to own his own 
radio station. 

The station was in a state of bankruptcy when Brown decided to 
buy it. It is a 1000 watt operation with a rhythm and blues format. 

The station went on the air January 15 under the new Brown 
administration with Greg Moses, business manager for Brown, as vice 
president in charge of the station. 

Al Gardner, formerly a ‘program director of a Houston station. 
is general manager. 

Brown reportedly sent people into the area months before taking 
control of the station to find out what the people there want to hear 
on the radio. ? 

A kickoff party was held January 15 at the Farragut Hotel. 

_ The station call letters are named after James Brown Enterprises 
(JBE).
